Since the days of 1S;58, wliuu 
the .Siriua matin thn first pnasagn acro'sH 
tho Atlantic by the ^id o£ steam, 
scientific men have studied the (pieK- 
tioii closely, and the results of their 1ft 
l»or have l eeii siuisfaclory in tlio ex- 
treme. 'J'lie .Sii'ius NViis nineteen days 
ill crossing tin; oceiui. A few- weeks 
ago the Alaska made the trip in six 
and one-littlf daysT This is very' faat 
tiino, but tiie dcmandii of trade and 
thu requireinontR of modern gravel will 
he satisfied only \vithHlfi5^qui6kest-po3- 
siblo time. Tliore is one way to siiort- 
011 the (li.stunce still further, if it is 
concluded that in the .-Mii.sk.t riipiii 
steam has reached perfection, niid thiil 
is to build a railroad tc the niost east- 
ern part of North Amlrica, and go by 
Hteainer from that point to some port 
ill Western Ireland, wiiero the locoino- 
tivo can again bo utilized to Kingston, 
and London reached by a short passage 
to Holyheatl and by one of tho beat 
equipped railroads in the world, the 
London and North westtu-n. Tlie idea 
is not a new one by any menus, but it 
has lately been revived and projected 
by men whose energy in business mat- 
ters gives ])roinise that before nmny 
years the American busine.ss inaii and 
tourist will be enabled to cross tlio 
ocean in leas than four days. 

Tho corporation which now' undor- 
takea this vast and important scheme is 
known as the Groat North American 
and European Short I^ino Railroad 
Cniiipany. Tlio project was given its 
latest birtii through tho liberal jiolicy 
of the Dominion dovchinibnt, which 
wa.H ado]ited in 1879, and may bexbill- 
cd the national policy of that country. 
It includes the' systeinaiic distribution 
of iiubsidit^s for int(!riial iniprovenioiits 
of all kind.s. T'hnn; is in Ciiiutda an 
excess of revenue over the strictly ne- 
cessary ox|icnditure of 'the- govern- 
ment, and it has been the wise course 
of the present ministry to expend this 
money 

'in VAllIOrS IMI'llOVi:.MKNTS. 

The belli afibrded to the C'luiadian Pa- 
cific Railway i.s the best illustration to 
this policy. Thu North Aniericnn and 
European Short Line Company has al- 
ready been chartered by Dominion and 
Novu Scotia Parliaments, and has been 
granted a subsidy of 200 per mile 
for about seventy miles of road be- 
tween New (llasgow and Oxford, in 
,\ava Scotin. This passes tlirougli a 
rich agricultural county, . with largo 
coal fields nt the terminus of the road. 
U'^sklrt? along the " Noftliun3b"ferrand 
.Straits, ami reaches five hnrbor.s, where 
vessels bf heavy draught can reach the 
wharve.s. This road is now being con- 
structed. It will be a link in the 
chain of roads which it is necessary to 
build to reach the eastern point in 
Newfoundland, where the steamers 
may be taken for I'-uropran jiorts. 
The fact that the present Doniiiiioii 
Ministry has Ix.'on sustained in the re- 
cent (.'lections warrants the belief that 
the policy will be continued. It is the 
jiurposo of the company fto'ask aid for 
extending ann completing" the system 
of roads necessary to form a through 
line to Cape Race. This .will secure 
tho considerable local traffic of the 
maritime provinces of North America 
and tho tiirougli busine.ss to Europe. 

Hteainers similar to those in u.sr- 
between Dublin and Holyhead will bt.

The company does not coiitciiiplato 
any change in naval architecture, and 
its ocean steamers will bo the same as 
now in use. The distance of ocean 
travel will bo about 1,G00 miles in- 
stead of 2,800 miles from New York. 
The rate of passage, will, of course, be 
considerably more than that from New-
